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CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


I.  REJECTION'  OF  BIDS:  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with 
the  value  of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional 
advance,  may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would 
be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously.

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FOREWORD 


IN  the  introduction  to  the  catalogue  of  the  Woodward  collection,  with 
which  Mr.  Carr's  jades  may  be  compared,  Mr.  John  Getz  emphasizes 
at  great  length  the  religious  esteem  in  which  the  Chinese  hold  the 
work  of  the  craftsman  in  minerals,  and  more  especially  in  jade  (ya)  ; 
and  of  the  astonishing  labor  and  patience  required  in  the  process  of 
producing  these  beautiful  objects,  an  account  has  been  given  by  Dr. 
Bushell  in  the  handbook  of  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum.  Confucius 
has  compared  the  qualities  of  jade  to  virtue;  and  endless  dissertations  have 
appeared  on  its  solidity,  strength,  resonance  and  color  from  the  pens  of  the 
minor  poets. 

The  Emperor  Ch'ien-lung  possessed  in  the  Yuan  Ming  Yuan  or  Sum- 
mer Palace  near  Pekin  a  collection  of  almost  unbounded  extent,  of  which  the 
yellow  jade  vase  (No.  102)  is  a  rare  example  and  the  great  nephrite  kni- 
fing or  covered  vase  (No.  115),  one  of  the  masterpieces;  at  the  same  time 
jade  was  used  freely  by  him  in  the  form  of  presents,  more  especially  to  for- 
eigners of  distinction,  like  the  jade  bowl  sent  by  him  to  the  Japanese  province 
of  Satsuma  in  1775  and  appearing  in  the  present  catalogue.  The  great  ma- 
jority were  purchased  by  Mr.  Carr  from  Parish-Watson,  Fukushima,  Gorer, 
Ton-Ying,  Duveen  and  other  dealers  of  like  reputation. 

In  addition  to  the  beautiful  vases,  incense  burners  and  groups  of  jade, 
agate  and  crystal,  including  the  great  flawless  rock-crystal  sphere  with  its 
bronze  stand  of  the  Ming  period,  a  large  number  of  snuff  bottles  in  porce- 
lain, glass  and  semi-precious  minerals  will  be  on  exhibition,  together  with  a 
representative  selection  of  decorated  and  single-color  porcelains.  A  pair  of 
Imperial  yellow  ginger  jars,  a  second  of  clear  de  lune  vases  and  two  companion 
covered  jars  of  the  Wan  Li  period,  known  as  Ming  iamille  vote,  deserve 
notice,  together  with  Mr.  Carr's  magnificent  millefleurs  gourd-bottle,  of 
which  only  one  peer  is  said  to  exist  in  New  York. 

A  brilliant  assemblage  is  completed  by  the  presence  of  a  few  exquisite 
Japanese  ivories  and  a  number  of  pieces  of  old  Chinese  lacquer,  including  a 
sweetmeat  box  from  the  Ernest  Marsh  collection  of  1916,  also  from  the 
Imperial  Palace;  but  of  the  jades,  above  all,  it  may  be  said  that  no  more  re- 
markable collection  has  been  offered  at  public  sale  for  a  decade.
